park, largest and most beautiful 
Civil war shrine, will be transferred 
from the custody of the war depart­ 
ment to the Interior department, 
August ll, according to an executive 
order of President Roosevelt. 
Superintendent 
James 
R. 
Mc- 
Conaghie has received orders from 
the war department to submit his 
payroll from August I to August IO 
to the War department. The custo­ 
mary payroll date has always been 
the 15th of the month but due to 
the transfer of the property to the 
interior department, the war de­ 
partment has ordered the complete 
payroll up to August IO. 
President Roosevelt's order trans­ 
ferring the local park to the interior 
department is contained in section 
2, reading as follows: 
“All functions of administration 
of public buildings, reservations, 
national 
parks, national 
monu­ 
ments and national cemeteries are 
consolidated in an office of na­ 
tional parks, buildings and reser­ 
vations in the department of the 
interior, at the head of which 
shall be a director of national 
parks, buildings and reservations; 
xcept that Where deemed de STF- 
able there may be excluded from 
this provision any public building 
or reservation which is chiefly 
employed as a facility in the work 
of 
a 
particular 
agency. 
This 
transfer 
and 
consolidation 
of 
functions 
shall 
include 
among 
others those of the national park 
service of the department of the 
interior and the national ceme­ 
teries and parks of the war de­ 
partment which are located with­ 
in the continental limits of the 
United States. 
National ceme­
